Manton and Elky.—M essrs. Manton recentijr sent a double-barreled gun to 
Capt. Ross, at Rossie Castle, and had the satisfaction *of receiving the following 
testimony to its merits. After describing the general excellence of the gun, the 
Captain says:—“ It is a singular circumstance tut the two first shots fired from it 
at any living animal were certainly two of the most remarkable ever made. 1 had 
not the good fortune to be the shooter. One of my keepers, who was going to 
wash the gun after 1 had been trying it at a mark, saw a numerous flock of wild 
geese si-ttle in a field at no great distance. He put in one of Eley’a wire car¬ 
tridges of BB shot in each barrel, and got within about fifty yards of them. He 
killed five with the first barrel, and three with the second. I never heard, in all my 
8 |N>rting career, of such a piece of good fortune. Three more were wounded^ but 
got away.’* 

Hints to Young Sportsmen by a Rocoh Riorr.—D id any of your readers 
ever know old Frank Clater, the farrier I (There were no veterinary surgeiHis, nor 
no college in them days). Ah ! that w’as a man ; he was the chap to look over a 
hos. The animal needn’t speak to tell him what was the matter. He published a 
veterinary jiharmacopy before he died, and wrote it ia a way that can be under¬ 
stood ;—if you don't believe me, jist look at his liook, and you’ll see how to treat 
all diseases that belong to bosses, and more particklarly dry gripes, farcy, mange, 
moon eyes, yellow jaundice, joint oil, crown scab, grinders. Bless ye, ’twoulddo 
a boss good to look at old CUtcr. There was nothin of the stable in his appear¬ 
ance, but he looked like a respectable old gentleman, who had jjst poj^ied in to tako 
a pipe, or bit of supper, with the coachman. And then there was his son, young 
Frsiik ; he know’d somethin about dogs ; but I shall, pcrii^, return to their prac¬ 
tice shortly, and point out the superiority of the old school over the'new *un. 

Skating.—A few days ago, Mr. Simjison, a Cambridge gentleman, well known 
for his various 8{>orting exploits, undertook, for a trifling wager, to skate to Ely and 
liack again (a distance ol 40 miles) within four hours. This he accomplished 
within three hours and a half, and making some sliort stay at Ely for'refreahment. 
In performing this he had many obstacles, to contend wit^ in which'consisted the 
chief difficulty of the undertaking. He was compelled to leave the ice eight times, 
snd to walk a considerable distance in his skates each time, in order to pass the 
locks ; snd when, in addition to this, we consider that there was a considei^le fall 
of snow on the ice throughout the whole distance, and also that •many miles of it 
were so rough as to be almost impassable on skates, it was certainly an undertaking 
requinng considerable skill, combined with no ordinary strength aiul perseverance. 

I’he will of the Duchess of St. Alban’s was proved ia the Prerogative Court of 
the Archbishop of Canterbury on Friday, the 15th instamt, by Mr. Majoribanks, 
Mr. M. Conlthiirst, and Sir K. Antrobus, Bart., three of the executors; Mr. W.

This sum may be 
accounted for as given in her (testatrix's) lifetime, as the late Mr. Coutta left her 
universal legatee under his will, and also left her the power of giving to his chil¬ 
dren what she considered projiCr. m order to avoid paying the legacy duty, and 
which It would appear she lias fully and amply done. She bequeaths by her will 
her man.Hion in Piccadilly to Miss Angela Georgina Burdett, and appoints her her 
residuary legatee, which will put that lady in jKissession of nearly X500,000. The 
[•ersoiial property has been sworn by the executors to be under the Midlue of 
XGOO.UOO. 'I’he executors are all partners in the banking-house, her share of 
which IS also iH'qucathcd to Mr. Burdett.

W riters direct us, after counting our card.-j, 
to place certain suits in different relative positions ; sticking the trumps at the back 
of the othcrs--bv way, I presume, of sliowing metaphorically upon what the hand 
rests as its chief support.—Thirteen cards again are to he placed by themselves m 
some quiet snnggerv’, like old bachelors in an alms-house, ^ow. I inaintam that not 
onlv in whist, but in every thing else, the more you attempt to prop the facultv ol 
incinor\' by adventitious means, the more you undermine its constitution. Men,
